Little in his address on tbe timber sup- 
ply at the Lumberman's Convention hem 
at Ottawa on the 30th of July last, 
remarked as follows: "The increasing 
seal city of timber adjacent to the gea 
and the navigable rivers has, within a 
feT jears, become a subject of great 
moment to the inhabitants of this 
Frovincc. Until recently some of our 
people have been accustomed to look 
upon our spruce and piue trees as an in- 
cumbranceto the land, nnd unworthy 
the cost of protection. 
The public, 


however, think differently now, sine* 
thi T find that more than one half of the 
bent timber lands in New Brunswick 
have been utterly destroyed by the «ie, 
winds, and fire, while nine-tenths of the 
remainder have been worktd on so much 
that they have been largely deprived of 
their most valuable soft woods." One 
would be led to infer from this eihibit 
of the extent of their timber supply from 
one of their leading papers, that gome- 
thing like ft conservative course wonld 
b« followed with respect to this valuable 
material, instead of whi-h, however, 
they appear to be anxious to get nd of 
it; and this is especially the more to be 
wondered at, as the production » meas- 
urably controlled by two or three large 
and intelligent operators. We in Ontario 
and Quebec have hitherto been to too 
wasteful of o»ar commercial wood; bnt 
from all we con le»m, New Brunswick 
keeps far.»he«d of us in that respect. 
The time of total exhaustion wonW be 
extended, money made in the business, 
arid the country enriched, if we were all 
forced lo detail onr operations withm 
tho wants of the trade.—Jfonfreal Jour- 
nal of Commerce.

have a tendency to make the prisoners 
more placable and obedient. This is all 
hnmbuggery. The officers in charge ot 
the prisons have the authority and the 
power to compel obedience to the regu- 
lations of the institutions, and it is of 
little consequence whether the convict 
complies with them willinglyorolherwiit. 
Let the incentive to good behavior 
be fear instead of favor. 
Increase the 


punishment for misbehavior. 
But the 


most unsatisfactory feature of the bill is 
its discrimination in favor of the very 
worst characters. 
In passing sentence, 


Courts always take into consideration 
the character of the convioted party, as 
well an the natai-e of the offense and 
gaugo the penalty accordingly. 
The 


bill nnder consideration proposes to 
knock off almost half of the sentence of 
those who really deserve the least clem- 
e icy. The present rate of reduction for 
good conduct is liberal enough, and 
those convicts who may deserve addi- 
tional favors will be pretty apt to receive 
them in the ithape of pardons from the 
Governor. This benevolent appearing 
measure is a delusion and ought not to 
pas*.

Force and Stimulants. 


The London L'/uctt remarks that nt 


the present day out treatment has as- 
sumed a character too decidedly stimu- 
lant and not quite sufficiently uutiitive. 
Stimulants ought to be regarded as 
auxiliaries to nutrition more than they 
are at present. 
Xtitiitive material, as 


milk, meat juice, eggs, and \arious forms 
of starch, ought to form a greater matter j 
iti the dietary of the sick than slimn- | 
Innts, whether uitiogemzed or alcoholic, 
such materials, when assimilated, give 
supplies ef foice. 
Stimulants mav as- 


sis1. in their assimilation, and do so, but 
m themselves ktnuulauts only furnish 
limited supplies of force-bearing ma- 
terial. Ihej arc, hou over, tt means by 
which the sjstcm may reach some of its 
physiological reserve fund. 
Such use 


may be advantageous or pernicious, ac- 
cording to circumstances, and an ill- 
regulated or excessive process of stimu- 
lation may give results as disastrous as a 
wise and intelligent result to stimulants 
may be beneficial nud preservative in its 
consequences
